Hankow, October 17.—After four 
days of complete isolation owing to the 
heavy fighting around) Wusueh, 73 
miles below Hankow, a limited wire 
service has been resumed, revealing 
that the American steamer Iping was 
under heavy fire on October 13 near 
Ichang and was boarded the following 
day by northern Chinese soldiers. An 
armed guard from the El Cano was 
sent to clear the invaders but the sol- 
diers, after refusing- to leave it, 
under the menace of whose gun they 
evacuated. 

The British gunboat Bee rereived a 
fusilade while escorting the mirchant- 
maa Ping from Ichang to Eankow. 
There were mavy bits with the cabins 
of the admiral and captain pierced. 
The Bee replied with machim gun- 
fire. A British passenger boit was 
fired on above Wusueh. 

Stubborn Fighting.

Woman Leaves Note Saying 


She Had Failed in Duty 
to Them. 


Los Angeles, Calif.. October 17.— 
()— Because she believed she had 
failed in her duty as a mother, Mrs. 
Ada B. Chamberlain, wife of John 
Chamberlain, Los Angeles attor- 
ney, put to death her three children. 
the oldest of whom was 9 years of 
age. and then ended her own life. 

The four were found dead today in 
a gas-filled room in a house which 
the mother had rented last Friday, 
a few hours before she and her chil- 
dren disappeared from their home. 

Police, reconstructing the tragedy, 
report that before putting her children 
to death the mother had treated them 
to a picture show. 
rented house, she placed hei babies 
in bed, gave them a sleeping powder, 
and then turned on the gas. While 
the tiny lives were being snuffed out, 
the mother went into an adjoining 
room and penned four notes. 

She wrote that the two little girls. 
Edwina, 9. and Delamya, 7, passed 
away quietly, but that the boy, John, 
Jr., 4, moaned five times. After fin- 
ishing her writing. the mother calmly 
walked to her death in the gas-filled 
chamber. 

In one of her notes, addressed to 
newspaper reporters, Mrs. Chamber- 
lain explained that she could not let 
her children live in a world for which 
she had “failed to prepare them.” 

“I was capable of being a good 
mother, but just failed to put that 
duty first. Maude Adams said a 
girl cannot meet this world without 
a definite religious and home train- 
ing. She knew and well knew Let 
us have quiet. peaceful homes. 
and better children,’ the message 
concluded.

Providence, R. ¥., October 17.—(P) 
U. 8. Senator Peter O. Gerry, of 
Rhode Island, chairman of the demo- 


cratic senatorial committee, today de- 
clared that a democ ratic majority in 
the senate would mean “a return to 
party government and the doing away 
with the bloc system which now 
exists.” 

“Our American government was 
founded on a two-party system, ” he 
continued, “the majority to lay down 
its policies and to be responsible for 
them; the minority to criticise and 
BO bring before the public the weak- 
ness of the majorjty’s program. 

e Hits Bloc System. 

Under this system the publie could 
determine which program they favored, 
and at the election change the govern- 


ment if they saw fit, with the know!l- 
eige of what that change would mean 
in legislation. With the bloe system, 
consisting of three or more groups, 
there is no responsibility and no sure- 
ness of any policy being carried out. 


“Legislative results and not talk is 


what should be aimed at, and this can 
only be done by putting the control 
of our government into the hands of a 
united party, and the democratic party 
is the united party. 

“Consider ae a moment what will 
happen if the control of congress 
should be put in the hands of the 
divided republican party. It would be 
virtually impossible for the people to 
make their desires on legislation pre 
vail, because some committees would 
be controlled by the stand-pat repub- 
licans and others by the so-called pro- 
gressive republicans.

nomics of the south for 40 years. 
Perhaps no man is more qualified 
to draw definite and dependable 
conclusions from specks that may 
appear upon the horizon of mate- 
rial things, or from the swing of 
the business pendulum. He takes 
the position, and by a clear-cut 
analysis proves his. case, that the 
present low price of cotton, while 
for the time depressing upon those 
farmers whose cotton is a singie 
crop and thus must suffer, will 
eventually enure to the material ad- 
vantage of the whole people. And 
he is right about it. We have 
taken the same position time and 


again. We took it when the boll 
weevil invaded Georgia. We laid 
down the “rules of reason’ for 


weevil control, one of which was 
drastic acreage reduction and inten- 
sive cultivation, and another the 
utilization of the surplus acreage to 
food and feed products, fruits, a 
home garden, cash poultry prod- 
ucts, hows, a small dairy herd, and 
other merchantable commodities. 
The farmers gave ear. As a result 
the cotton producers of the state 
this year have more largely than 
ever before made the staple a sur- 
plus. They can afford to hold, and 
to keep on holding until the bear 
raiders are themselves raided by the 
normal demands of the consuming 
markets. 

In the balance of resources Mr. 
Edmonds points out convincingly 
that cotton is only a small part at 
best. On its production alone we 
would be enslaved. With a proper, 
balancing of the farm program we 
are independent without it. 

It is as natural for farmers to

In Maryland, which is normally 
democratic in off years, Governor 
Ritchie, who has presidential aspi- 
rations, is running for reelection, 
with much of the same kind of en- 
thusiasm behind him that is behind 
Smith in New York. Millard Tyd- 
ings, who is immensely popular, is 
expected to go to victory over Sen- 
ator Miller, and stay close to 
Ritchie’s lead. 

The democrats are expecting to 
defeat Harreld in Oklahoma, who is 
neither hot nor cold with the ad- 
ministration, and also Ray Baker, 
former director of the mint, is ex- 
pected to defeat Senator Oddie. 

In Kentucky it is believed almost 
assuréd that Representative Barclay 
will defeat Senator Ernst. 

In Missouri the race is admittedly 
close.’ Senator Williams, republican, 
is opposed by Representative Hawes, 
democrat. Senator Reed is active 
for Hawes, although Williams is 
making opposition to the world 
court an issue. It is believed Hawes 
will win. 

There is even a possibility of 
Davis being elected in Pennsylvania, 
due to defection and to the corrup- 
tion exposures. This, however, is 
not probable. 

At any rate, it takes nine seats 
to gain control of the senate. They 
are not as easy to get as one may 
think, but the tide and wind are 
both favorable, due to weaknesses, 
defections, corrupt exposures, and 
an evident “democratic off year.”

The tragic death at sea of Dave 
P. Davis, of Tampa—‘the millionaire 
Florida developer” as he was nation- 
ally known—ends at 41 years of age 
one ot the most colorful and roman- 
tic careers in the history of Ameri- 


ean finance. 


Twenty years ago when I was man- 
aging editor of the Jacksonvilie 
Times-Union, the late Edwin Brob- 
ston, of Brunswick—as sweet and 
noble a soul as ever served his fellow- 
mnau—came to me with the proposal 
to organize a huge financing corpora- 
tion to properly hour? the 20,000 
homeless people in Jacksonville who 
had been left stranded and drifting 
by the great fire that swept over 
1,600 blocks in 12 hours on one crisp, 
breezy May day shortly before. 

The heads of the families were bus- 
ily engaged in rebuilding upon the 
ashes, but the business vlocks and the 
homes of the wealthy had first con- 
sideration. 

The great majority of the poorer 
and middle classes were living in 
crowded shacks or in tents. 

The proposal was to organize the 
corporation from among tkese people, 
the stock—$10 a share—salable at par 
and payable, with pass book credits, 
at one dollar a share a month. 

The proceeds were to be transferred 
into moderate priced homes and sold, 
with a reasonable profit, to home- 
seckers on equally as easy terms—5 
per cent cash and 1 per cent a month, 
or something of that kind, 


It was a great philanthrophy and 
its urgency was pressing. 

I heartily indorsed the plan—as did 
leading bankers in Jacksonville—and 
entered actively into its organization, 
becoming vice president and executive 
director without salary until I subse- 
quently gave it my full time. 

The idea was such an appealing in- 
novation that it gripped Jacksonville 
like a new oil field grips the wander- 
lust of an oldtimer who saw the Glenn 
Pool, near Tulsa, shoot its first 
evusher. 

Forty thousand shares of stock 
were quickly subscribed, and the old 
Jacksonville Development company— 
now the Jacksonville Realty and Mcrt- 
sage conpany—dil more to rehabili- 
tate the stricken city in those days 
than all of the other agencies com- 
bined, in my judgment, 

Five hundred carpenters were at 
work at one time on its construction 
program and hundreds of people who 
live in Jacksonville today purchased 
their first homes with their rent cx- 
penditures, and found for the first 
time the joy of home ownership, and 
the indenendence of living under their 
own vine and fig tree, with the flag 
of their country and the love of their 
God planted securely upon ground 
they could cali their own. 

In the meantime the company paid 
each year a 10 per cent cash dividend, 
and branched out into Tampa, and 
there organized the subsidiary corpo- 
ration, the Tampa Bay Land com- 
pany, which is today also one of the 


wealthiest and most substantial de- 
velopment institutions in southwest 
Florida.

Fifteen years ago, when these cor- 
purations were doing a combined busi- 
ness of possibly $5,000,000 a year, 
Dave Davis—young and dashing—ap- 
plied tu m> rersonally for « job on the 
Jacksonville sales staff. 


Clean cut, handsome, aggressive 


leourageous and a born developer, but 


without the slichtest knowledge of, or 


‘penchant for, details! 


He had traveled the seven seas. 

Since leaving college he had tramped 
Picadilly, had seen the night life of 
Paris,. had drunk freely of Buenos 
Aires’ habanare, and had sailed the 
Amazon. 

He had culture, poise, understand- 
ing, refinement, daring. 

He was first of all a gentleman. 
Next he was a’ gambler. Not a gam- 
bler in the offensive sense. He didn't 
play “stud poker,” but he would back 
his judgment to his last penny, wheth- 
er his judgment called for the red or 
the ‘green. 

He was placed on the sales staff 
at $25 a week as a guarantee at his 
boarding house, plus a commission, 

He miade good. He could get as 


} ton,

much out of a blue-print as any man I 
ever knew. 

He would accumulate a few hun- 
dred dollars aud then “go broke.” 
Not because he dissipated it. But be- 
cause he .ould venture beyond his 
depth in some speculation. Or, fig- 
uratively, throw the whole purse on 
the green when the pin would catch 
on the red, 

He would smile, and start over 
again. There would not be a vibrat- 
ing nerve in his system. If he should 
have been taking a drink—of water— 


at such a time and a pistol should 
have been fired from behind him he 
would have finished drinking before 
looking around. 

Such was the invincible nerve of 
Dave Davis. « . 

* 

Following his long and satisfactory 
cssociation with the group of corpora- 
tions in which I was interested at 
the time, he drifted to Texas, and be- 
gan a development of his own at Port 
Arthur. 

His vision was sound, but the land 
was low—too low to overcome a tidal 
wave that swept over it. 

Again he went broke, and I per- 
sonally loaned him money to get back 
to Florida. He returned it later when 
he began a countty villa development 
somewhere out of Jacksonville and be- 
gan in earnest to succeed for himself. 

The war came along. I went to 
Europe for The Constitution, follow- 
ing the real estate panic that the war 
had precipitated in Jacksonville due 
to the liberal use of English and Ger- 
man mortgage capital in that city be- 
fore the war. 

Fborida’s chief economic welfzre in 
those days hinged upon phosphate, 
naval stores and lumber—all of which 
were major exports. Hence: the more- 
than-usual utilization of foreign capi- 
tal in Florida developments, 

With some capital, but small even 
at its peak, Dave moved some years 
later into the Miami territory, and 
with his vision and nerve and daring, 
accumulated a substantial nucleus for 
his subsequent marvelous and nation- 


ally-famed developments at Tampa.

Tampa Bay, around which the city 
of Tampa is built, has two channels 
hugging the shores on both the cast 
and west sides. 

The interior waters have always been 
shoal, with the ground exposed at low 
tides, 

Government dredge boats were con- 
tinually at work pumping the sand 
and mud from the channels—and nec- 
essarily into the shoal areas. 

Dave stood at sunrise one morning 
at the very front door of the city, 
on the bay's channel shore, and saw 
the vision of 1 gfeat Venetian island, 
in the actual heart of the city, with 
the channels on both sides. 

How marvelously attractive sor the 
finest and most beautiful residential 
area in America! 

With his energy—another charac- 
teristic as pronounced as was his cour- 
age—he procured from the war de- 
partment the concession, I know 
nothing of the details. I do know 
that Davis Island in a few months 
became the most famous, the most 
daring and tlie most profitable real 
estate development project perhaps in 
the world. 


Millions began to roll into the Davis | 


organization which he had perfected 
in the meantime. With Milam, a 
young lawyer of Jacksonville, Ken- 
neth Brobston, a young brother of the 
late Edwin Brobston, of Athens, and 
Others, he built up one of ‘*:e largest 
sales, acvertising and development in- 
stitutions in America almost as if by 
magic, 

Veople stampeded to buy. The prices 
were fabulous. Hotels, clubs, apart- 
ment houses, went up. Great sea- 
walls were built. Palatial residences 
were begun. Everything was fitted 
to the millionaire taste. It was to 
be a millionaire’s paradise. 

And it will be yet! 


Two years ago a close’ friend of 
Dave Davis, then associated with him, 
told me Davis’ net wealth could then 
be conservatively estimated at $10,- 
000,000. He had fine yachts. And 
he also had his marital troubles. 

Then the Florida depression came. 
Contract purchasers began to default, 
but not so much on Davis Island. At 
any rate he felt seriously the blow of 
the panic. He spent a hundred thou- 
sand dollats of his own money in full- 


page advertisements in the east boost- | $10,500,000,000. 


ing Florida—not his properties—try- 
ing to stem the tide. It could not 
be done, He had to refinance. Stone 
& Webster, of Boston, then became 
interested. 


Dave lad recently been in New 
York to refinance his-other great de- 
velopment at St. Augustine—“Davis 
Shores.” 

This had not been so successful 
although millions had been poured 
into it. 

He had completed the task. 

And then, with friends, he set out 
to join his young and beautiful wife— 
who had remarried him after = di- 
vorce—in Paris. 


He either jumped or fell from the 
Majestic in mid-ocean. 

As to which is in dispute. 

And thus ended, before his me- 
teoric career had been kissed by the 
noonday sun, one of the south’s most 
picturesque young men. 


Low-Priced Cotton a Blessing

Editor Constitution: In the midst 
of the panicky conditions of 1914 in 
the cotton trade, by reason of the in- 
ability of farmers to sell their cot- 
I took the ground in The Con- 
stitution that low-priced cotton al- 
ways in the end proved a blessing to 
the south. I am prepared to repeat 
that statement and re-emphasize it 
at the present time. 

So long as supply merchants and 
country bankers will advance supplies 
or credit to cotton farmers, regard- 
less of the acreage planted, so long 
will cotton-growing prove a curse to 
the south.

WHY REMOVE THE TONSILS? 
Many children have been subjected 
to operation for the removal of ton- 
sils for no reason, asserts Dr. Albert 
D. Kaiser, Rochester. N. Y., peqia- 
trician, and Dr. Kaiser is qualified to 
speak on the subject, for he has per- 
haps studied the matter on a larger 
scale than any other physician in 
this country. He has compared care- 
fully the condition of 1,200 children 
before the removal of their tonsils 
with their condition three years after- 
ward. He has done much more than 
that, to make his study convincing. 
He has compared the condition of 
these 1,200 children with the condi- 
tion of 1,200 children in similar sur- 
roundings who did not have their ton- 
sils removed and again compared the 
1,200 who had their tonsils removed 
with the 1,200 who did not, three 
years later. That ought to give a 
pretty definite indication of what the 
removal of tonsils does to or for chil- 
dren. By the way, the 1.200 chil- 
dren who did not have their tonsils 
removed were denied the operation, 
although they needed it, in the opin- 
ion of the physicians. So there. 
now. Just wait and see. Although 
Dr. Kaiser records the study of 1,200 
cases, I believe his experience with 
tonsil operations among children 
mounts to upwards of five times that 
many cases. Yet he thinks many such 
operations are done for no reason. 
Far too much of the medical liter- 
ature of the day is rushed to market 
half baked. 
the doctor who conceives

someone else hit on the same idea 
beat him to it—priority being pre- 
cious to a_ professional reputation. 
Perhaps this accounts for much of 
the overproduction of medical liter- 
ature, stuff which even the dilettante 
finds unworthy to scan. 

But Dr. Kaiser has done something 
unique and substantial. I think this 
is the only study of its kind which 
has been made on any such large 
scale. It is a tremendous contribution 
to a question which heretofore has 
been left to conjecture and prejudice. 
It must have taken a vast amount of 
wearisome work to carry out such a 
gigantic task—the examination , of 
1,200 children who were to have the 
operation for eninrged tonsils and 
adenoid body and 1,200 children who 
needed it but were not operated upon. 
and then three years later a second 
examination of the two entire groups? 
Most of us would find. such a_ task 
appalling. But this Rochester child 
specialist accomplished it somehow, 
and the conelusions he has drawn 
from his study and experience out- 
weigh, in my judgment, any opinion 
or belief which may be offered by 
any other physician or specialist, for 
the very good reason I have indicated, 
namely, that Dr. Kaiser’s view is un- 
paralleled. 

And now, here are conditions which 
call for removal of enlarged tonsils 
and adenoid body in children. 

1. Mouth breathing. 

2. Frequent attacks of sore throat 
and tonsilitis. 

o Frequent attacks of coryza 
(“head colds”). 

+. Persistent enlargement of cervi- 
cal lymph nodes (“glands” or “ker- 
nels” in neck), when no other cause 
is evident, 


5. Malnutrition, when other causes | 


have been eliminated. 

6. Chronie or recurrent running 
ear. 

7. Sometimes unexplained attacks 
of acute fever. 

8. Prevention of rheumatic fever, 
chorea (St. Vitus dance) and heart 
disease,

of the attention of farmers and their 
vankers to diversified agriculture, but 
has meant an increase in industrial 
development, with a larger supply of 
labor available by reason of the many 
men driven from farms into indus- 
trial employment. 

The thought which is being spread 
throughout the south and from the 
south to the north and west, that this 
decline in price of cotton will halt 
southern progress and prosperity is, 
in my opinion, absolutely incorrect. It 
is not founded on the history of sim- 
jlar conditions during the last 75 
vears. Whenever cotton brings a 
fairly high price, giving farmers some 
profit on their crop, they abandon 
diversified agriculture, and they drop 
out of everything except raising cot- 
ton. Cotton growing by negroes and 
poorer white tenants means the nar- 
rowing of the thought of these peo- 
ple, thhe concentration of soul and 
body into producing an unprofitable 
crop, and the failure to live at home 
by raising their own foodstuffs and 
feedstuffs. ‘The lesson is ai severe 
one which the south is now learn- 
ing, but I fully believe that it will 
be worth far more to the south than 
the entire loss to the eotton growers, 
for this situation has given to the 
cotton growers an object lesson which 
could not be driven into them in any 
other way, and it will lessen depend- 
ence of the south upon cotton. 

The South's Products. 


The total farm products of the 
south last year amounted to $5,855,- 
000,000, while the value of manufac- 
tured and mineral products, as of the 
last census of 1923, amounted to 
Really, the manu- 


| factured and mineral products should 


@eeeee,

have been ranked a good deal higher, 
because in the census report giving 
these figures no manufacturing plant 
producing less than $5,000 a year was 
included, but taking the total of man- 
ufactured and mineral products and 
agricultural products, the south is 
producing approximately $16,500,000,- 

a year for these three. ‘The 
cotton crop, even at $1,500,000,000, 
is less than one-tenth of the total. 
To say that a loss of a few hundred 
million dollars, or a fraction of loss 
on less than one-tenth of the total 
of the south’s output in manufac- 
tures, minerals and agriculture is go- 
ing to retard or halt the progress of 
the south to any serious extent, 1s 
in my judgment erroneous. Do not 
misunderstand me. I fully realize 
that hundreds of thousands of farm- 
ers will be injured by the low price 
of cotton, that many merchants will 
lose, but the magnitude of the south’s 
business development is too great to 
be seriously retarded or halted by the 
present situation. 

Texas, the foremost cotton state of 
the world, the leading state of the 
nation in the variety and.extent of 
its agricultural production, has a 
larger output of manufactures and 
minerals than its entire farm prod- 
ucts. Georgia has been. diversifying 
its farm crops, vastly increasing its 
manufuacturing interests, building 
more cotton mills, and low priced cot- 
ton will stimulate the building of still 
more: many of its farmers have been 
turning to trucking and to fruit-rais- 
ing, and this will all be increased by 
present conditions. 

Even now, the value of the mann- 
factured products of Georgia is large- 
ly more than double the value of 
the agricultural products of the state. 
In 1925 the total value of Georgia’s 
agricultural products, including live 
stock, was $332,000,000, of which 
only one-third was from cotton. In 
1925 the value of Georgia's manufac- 
tured products was about $750,000.- 

, of which less than one-third 
was for the product of Georgia’s cot- 
ton mills. These figures show the 
wide diversity of agriculture and the 
wide diversity of manufactures in 
Georgia. Similar conditions exist in 
North Carolina and are rapidly be- 
coming true as to other southern 
states.

One of the cardinal rules laid down 
before all quarterbacks is this: 


“When in doubt, punt.” 


The kick is the solution to any 
problem ig offensive generalship, 

But, when I refer to the kicking 
game I am not considering the punt 
as a means out of a dilemma but as 
an important part of the offense. 
While the punt will get you out of 
many tight spots, it can likewise get 
vou into some desirable soft spots. 

Your choice in kicking depends upon 
several things. I may mention wind 
(that above all), ground conditions 
and temperature. 

Other factors are: 

Strength of the opposing defense. 

Position in the field. 

Number of downs and yardage to 
be gained. 

The score. 

Remaining time of play. 

Ability of your kicker. 

Ability of opposing kicker. 

Development of Kicker Vital. 

The importance of having a good 
kicker is demonstrated by the advice 
given to prospective coaches at the 
summer schools: 

“Next to the development of a quar- 
terback, the development of a kicker 
is the most essential thing in building 
n football team.’’ 

If’you have a good kicker he ean 
always be used as a threat and anv 
style of play is possible from punt 


formation. 

To establish this threat kick on 
first and second down a few times. 
This done early in the game you 
can count on drawing out fhe defense 
every time the kicker goes back. If 
they refuse to go back, go through 
with the kick. 

Major teams do not alone have one 
good kicker but they try to develop 
three and four. The more they have 
the better they are equipped for strat- 
egy, particularly if a kicker is also 
a good runner or if, besides these two 
qualities, he is able to forward pass. 

If- you are fortunate enough to 
have a strong wind at your back then 
the kicker is bound to give you a 
wide advantage. You will gain from 10 
to 15 yards on each exchange of 
punts and that in football is a splen- 
did- break. 

Your kicker will get you out of 
dangérous situations, i, he is capable, 
while a poor kicker will get you into 
them. Many games have been won on 
short kicks by the opposing team; 
many have been saved by long punts. 

The best punters are those who can 
cet both distance and direction and 
who ean vary their kicks. By vary- 
ing, | mean punters who will drive 
the ball high or low and deliver both 
spiral and end over end kicks. Your 
stvle of kick depends, of course, upon 
your position on the field and the de- 
fense formation, also the ability of the 
men in the secondary defense.

The punt is used to put your op- 
ponents in the worst possible po- 
sition but you can bring catastrophe 
upon yourself by kicking from a poor 
position. If you happen to have the 
ball near the sidelines and become 
automatically dead. in possession of 
the other team at the point where it 
passed over. 

Many games have been lost just ; e- 
eause of a kick of this deseription. In 
this position your kicker should al- 
ways face away from the sidelines 
and kick so that the ball cannot pos- 
sibly go out of bounds. 

The success of a_ kicker depends 
much upon his center and linemen, 
also upon the backs. The pass comes 
from the center and a poor pass will 
almost always spoil the kick. The 
linemen must be depended upon to 
block the opposing forwards, rush- 
ing in to block and kick. The backs, 
used to protect the kicker from both 
sides, must be able to block well. 
Linemen and backs prevent the kicker 
from being hurried. By getting time 
to make his kicks he can get both dis- 
tance and direction. 

And, in closing, I beg to remind 
you that you have never seen a great 
team that lacked a good kicker. If 
vou do not happen to have a man who 
can kick out of tight spots and kick 
you into choice spots, you are not 
going a long way in any competition 
of your own class.

Of Eastern Fields 


Intersectional Clashes Lend Color to Early Performances 
of Great Elevens, of Which Yale Takes Leader- 
ship—New Star Is Found in Great Battle. 


EW YORK, October 17.—(By the Associated Press. )— 
Ancient rivalries, rich in tradition, and intersectional 
Strife spiced with the lure of north pitted against south, 
east against west, have contributed their early color to 
the gridiron campaign of 1926.

Vested in Yale yes- 
terday was all the versatility of the 
vaunted Green attack. And a new 
hero, comparatively unknown, ‘Doe’ 
McGonigle, stepped into the place left 
by injured veterans, and in the fourth 
quarter clinched the overthrow § of 
Green aerial supremacy, first with the 
interception of a pass and later with 
the toss that brought victory. 

Tigers Met Navy. 

The Princeton Tigers, faltering for 
the past two weeks but still edging 
out a victory and a tie, met a power- 
ful Navy crew with a deceptive run- 
ning attack that might alone could not 
conquer.

NATURAL RESOURCES: Chile has an area of 290,000 square miles, which is greater than the combined 
It is the second largest producer of copper in the 
world and the only country in the world producing natural nitrate. The total value of all mineral products for the 
year 1925 was $225,192,660. The resources of Chile have been developed largely with foreign capital, it being 
estimated that over $1,000,000,000 of foreign capital is invested in the country, of which approximately 
$300,000,000 is American. Agriculture is one of the most important of the country’s industries, Chile being 
self-sustaining in this respect. In the diversity of its developed mineral and agricultural resources, Chile com- 


pares very favorably with the leading nations of the world. 


REVENUES: The budget for 1927 aggregates in round figures $117,000,000 and will be submitted to Congress 
entirely balanced. 


For the years 1922 to 1925, inclusive, total revenues, exclusive of receipts from loans or from the sale of 
capital assets, amounted to $282,554,089, while total ordinary expenditures amounted to $323,644,195. Included 
in the above figure of ordinary expenditures was over $41,000,000 for amortization of external debt alone, or 
practically the entire amount by which the expenditures exceeded the revenues. 


DEBT: Official records disclose that there has been no delay or default in interest payment on external debt 
By agreement with the Bondholders, amortization was deferred from 1880 to 1884 
on account of conditions arising from the War of 1879. Between 1885 and 1914, Chile placed loans in London 
and on the Continent for a total principal amount of £46,662,638 ($227,083,728) which were offered to the public 
on an average yield to maturity of approximately 5.04%. 


The present total debt of the Republic, including this issue and all guaranteed obligations, aggregates 
about $288,000,000, of which approximately $90,000,000 consists of guaranteed obligations for railroad com- 
panies, the Mortgage Bank, workmen’s dwellings, irrigation projects and municipal loans. Government owned 

@ properties have an estimated value of approximately $650,000,000, which is over twice the total debt. On 
1, 1923, the total national wealth of the country was estimated at over $3,372,000,000, equivalent to over 
per capita. The per capita wealth in 1923 was approximately 12 times the present per capita debt. 


FOREIGN TRADE: Average annual exports for the six years ended 1925 were $201,306,523 while annual 


imports averaged $132,247,024, an average annual favorable balance of over $69,000,000. 
The United States occupies the first place in the foreign trade of Chile, both as to exports and imports. 


MONETARY SYSTEM: By legislation enacted last year upon recommendations of a Commission of Ameri- 
can experts, the country has established a financial structure providing a stable cur- 
rency.
